As the 1950-51 school year began, the coun- 
try was again worried about the safety of our 
nation, and there was a marked increase in the 
military forces. Everywhere a young man 
looked he saw evidence of the need for more 
good officers. With the cloud of Korea hover- 
ing in the Far East, the military year began and 
the cadet corps started training in the art of 
soldiering. 

On September 9, old and new cadets met for 
the first time, and a battalion of five com- 
panies, one for each barrack with the barrack 
chief in command, was formed. 

According to tradition, the first important 
event was the taking of the ROTC pledge by 
the new men who were thus to become mem- 
bers of the Reserve Officers Training Corps. 
Col. Charles H. Moore, who was then acting 
as PMS and T, administered the pledge in an 
impressive ceremony at a Sunday parade. He 
and the military staff, aided by the Seniors, 
began the job of developing a good military 
unit. Close order drill was the order of the day, 
rapid improvement followed, and soon the 
battalion advanced to extended order drill and 
to theory classes. The band was organized 
under Capt. Lile and Charles Bolies. Sunday 


parades were held regularly, and the new and 
snappy blue coats were the usual uniform worn 
on those occasions. 

Two field marches were held before Christ- 
mas. On the first, there was an interesting 
demonstration of weapons by Col. Moore and 
members of the Military Department. 

Then came the first general orders, appoint- 
ing Rebar, Dewein, Tolle, Laney, and Walker, 
A. cadet captains and Schaefer captain-adju- 
tant. 

Shortly afterwards Major George D. Calla- 
way, a fine officer and a Texan, arrived to take 
up his duties as PMS and T. His firm and 
efficient leadership was soon felt by the corps. 

Several promotions by the Army were 
announced for members of the Military De- 
partment. Sgt. Hiram Anderson became a 
sergeant, first class. Capt. Joseph Galbraith, 
Asst. PMS and T., was promoted to the rank 
of major, and Major Callaway, the head of the 
Military Department, was made a lieutenant 
colonel. The battalion was reorganized into 
four companies instead of five. Col. Callaway 
spent some time in visiting other military or- 
ganizations in the area.

On October 29, General Orders, No. 2, ap- 
pointed 14 lieutenants and 5 first sergeants in 
the corps. Others followed rapidly until the 
battalion had a full quota of officers and non- 
coms. Then Cadet Donald M. Rebar was 
named cadet major and commander of the 
battalion, and Cadet Capt. Laney took com- 
mand of “A” Company. 

A crack drill squad known as the “Honor 
Guard” was organized by Master Sergeant 
Spring, with Cadet Capt. Schaefer in com- 
mand. This unit made a good showing at the 
Alton game and at the visit of Brig. General 
E. B. Sebree. It was slated for more exhibitions 
in the spring and at commencement. 

Warrant Officer Orville Harvey, on the 
Military Staff for two years, was transferred to 
the University of Illinois. His duties were taken 
over by Master Sgt. Spring. 

Some changes were made in the grading 
system and in the military subjects, with more 
stress on leadership, weapons, marksmanship, 
small unit tactics, and map reading. Twenty- 
one cadets were cited for being in the top 10 
per cent of their respective military classes for 
the preceding year. 


And thus the first semester ended with 
steady progress. Colonel Callway stated, “I 
was greatly surprised and pleased with the 
excellent appearance and military attitude of 
the corps of cadets. I had not expected to be- 
come a part of such a splendid organization.” 
He also stated that the prime objective of the 
Military Department was to develop in all 
cadets that sense of responsibility so essential 
to military leadership. 

Cadet Corp. Jack Alger was the first to be 
awarded the personal appearance ribbon for 
being first at five Saturday morning inspections 
in neatness in his company. Thirty-two other 
cadets received the military efficiency award 
for outstanding work during the first semester. 

The winter months brought cold weather 
and, consequently, indoor parades and drills. 
More time was spent on mass commands and 
training the Juniors to step into the vacancies 
which W'ould be left by the Class of ’51. On 
warmer days, short road marches and drills 
were held on the streets around the Academy. 

By the time the brisk March winds were 
blowing, the corps began outdoor work again 
and outdoor parades. On the drill field and in

the class room preparations were being made 
for the military climax of the year, Govern- 
ment Inspection. Reviews were held in military 
classes, and emphasis was put upon combat 
formations and squad tactics. The big push was 
on, and Colonel Callaway and his staff checked 
every phase of military training to make sure 
that it was perfect, and Colonel Moore and his 
staff began the drive to get the barracks into 
top condition.

But it is safe to say that the 
examination by the visiting inspection officers 
was rigid, fair, and exact. The cadet corps, in 
the usual tradition, was expected to put forth 
a supreme, loyal, cooperative effort for the 
reputation of Western, and it is hoped that by 
this time news will have been received that the 
corps of ’50-’51 has again won the “Honor 
Rating” for the school. That is the highest 
military rating possible to attain, and Western 
has held it for many, many years. 

After G. I. the corps had the task of prepar- 
ing for the commencement exhibitions, includ- 
ing everything from fancy drills and parades 
to demonstrations of weapons and physical 
training. 

Credit for the excellent showing made by this 
year’s corps should go to the cadets themselves 
and, above all, to the fine military staff, Lieut. 
Col. Callaway, Major Galbraith, Mr. Harvey, 
Master Sgt. Spring, and Sgt., 1st Class, Ander- 
son, all of the U. S. Army. Also due apprecia- 
tion must be expressed to Col. Moore and his 
commandant’s staff. 

And then that final day — the day on which 
the entire battalion appears under arms as a 
military unit for the last time, the day of the 
farewell dress parade and review at com- 
mencement. The end of the military year!

Qeneral Sebree Pays Visit 


When Brig. General E. B. Sebree visited 
Western in November, he was to stay only a 
short time, but his visit was another example 
of his interest in the Academy. 

General Sebree, a West Point graduate, was 
here on leave from duties in Germany. As a 
young officer he was detailed to Western as the 
head of the Military Department, ’28-’32, and 
was one of the best PMS and T’s that the 
school ever had. During World War II, he 
commanded units on Guadalcanal and in the 
South Pacific. He made a brilliant record and 
received many citations.

THE 1950 SEASON 


With five letter men and a host of J. V. and 
“B” team veterans returning, the gridiron 
prospects at first looked bright for Western’s 
Red Raiders. However, before the season had 
gone very far, ineligibilities and injuries had 
crippled the squad greatly. Head Coach, Major 
F. V. Gould, was assisted by Lieut. Bill Green 
and Sgt. Spring. 

The Raiders looked good in the opening 
game on Eaton Field against Clayton. After 
trailing far behind, they staged a terrific rally, 
but time ran out and Clayton finally won a 


thriller, 26-21. That was the way it was to be 
all the year — plenty of offense but a weak 
defense. Harkness, Kieck, and Ellis scored for 
Western. 

The next weekend the Raiders went down 
before a strong and experienced Warrior 
eleven under the lights at Granite City, 34-6. 

Western opened the A. B. C. League play 
against a tricky Country Day team in St. Louis. 
In a steady downpour on a muddy field, the 
cadets received their only shutout of the 
season, 19-0. 
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Then came C. B. C. in St. Louis in another 
night game. Harkness, Kieck, and Sill led in 
scoring three touchdowns for W. M. A., but 
the Brothers showed great power and took a 
41-19 victory. 

John Burroughs, the ultimate A. B. C. 
champions, met the Raiders on Eaton Field. 
After a courageous battle, the Gouldmen lost, 
27-7, as Dave Webb made the only T. D. 

Next the Raiders tackled Dupo and tallied 
three more touchdowns but were beaten, 
4 1 20. Harkness hit pay dirt twice. Again the 
defense was the problem. 

The team, backed by a spirited cadet corps, 
then journeyed to St. Louis to meet Principia 
in a loop contest. The Raiders played their 
best game of the season and led most of the 
way, only to be nosed out at the end, 25-21. 

The University City Indians, a real power- 
house, handed the cadets their worst defeat 
of the season in St. Louis, 45-7. 

The traditional Thanksgiving Day classic 
with Alton was staged in bitter cold with two 
inches of snow on the field. Western’s gridmen 
put forth their best efforts but were overcome, 
37-6. 

Thus ended a season with nine defeats and 
no victories. Excuses were offered for such a 
record, but the Raiders would have no part of

them. They were a bunch of fine fellows who 
had a good time playing football together. 
They packed a real offense and averaged two 
touchdowns per game. They had perhaps the 
toughest schedule in this section. And the 
squad was often disrupted by the loss of key 
players. 

During the season a captain was named for 
each game. However, the final team captain 
elected for the whole season was Bob Harkness 
of Evanston, 111., a star halfback for two years. 
He was Western’s leading scorer and was one 
of the high scorers for the district. 

Mike Scanlon of St. Louis won the award 
for “the best player in the Alton game” for his 
great performance as defensive end, as he 
turned many attempted end runs into losses. 

The “Dad’s Award” for loyalty and service 
to the team went to Ken Shier of Chicago. 
Ken was always on hand to do his best for the 
Red Raiders.
